—Automotive produc- 
ition in the United States in 
May was the highest in any 
one month since August, 
1926, for passenger cars 
and the highest for trucks 
since April of the same year, 
it was disclosed today by the 
Department of Commerce. 

The May output totaled 425,990 
passenger cars and trucks, as com- 
pared with a production of 410,189 
in April of this year and-an output 
of 404,115 in May, 1927. The May, 
1928, total is the largest since April, 
| 1926, when the total was 430,000. 
[The May output as reported by 
the Department of Commerce is 
considerably above the May fig- 
ure announced on June 7 by the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, which was compiled 
from reports received from mem- 
bers of the chamber. That figure

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Damages Reduce Taxes 


F considerable interest to motor vehicle users and par- 





ticularly to dealers is a decision recently made by the} 
Bureau of Internal Revenue to the effect that such owner | 


may deduct from his income any damages sustained when 
his vehicle is in an accident. Such deduction may be made 
whether the owner himself was operating the vehicle at the 
time of the accident or had an agent acting for him. The 
only conditions under which the cost of damage is not de- 
ductible is when the accident was caused by a willful act or 
by negligence. 


The court decision on which this ruling rests was made | 


by the Circuit Court of Appeals in Illinois, in a case where 
an automobile was overturned on an icy road when being | 
driven by a chauffeur without the knowledge or consent of | 
the owner of the vehicle. 
Automobile merchants will confer a favor on their 
customers by letting them know of this ruling in cases 
where the deduction will apply.
